shipments of the peaches Is concerned, 
with only 421 car loads shipped by 
roil from the district during the sea- 
son.

ever, was moved from the district by 
trucks, with a probable 
1,000 to 1.- 


200 car crop harvested. 


While the rail shipments have ceased 


there are still a good many peaches 
in the district to be moved as the or- 
chards are gleaned, and trucks are 
here ready for the gleaning.

May Conciliate 


ROME, Italy.— (/P) —Rome rocked 


Thursday night to the refrain "Ethi- 
opia for us" shouted from 100,00 Fas- 
cist throats as one of the greatest 
demonstrations in the capital's his- 
:ory gathered at Colonna and Venezia 
Squares to ronr approval of Benito 
Mussolini's African program. 


A particularly frenzied shout swept 


through the 'enormous crowd when 
the Fascist secretary for Rome, Ora- 
zio Orazi, assured the crowd that Italy 
would "be ready for 
war 
against 


black and yellows and, if necessary, 
blondes." 


Previously, the demonstrators had 


shouted their opposition to Ethiopia 
and her alleged, champion, Japan. The 
c r o w d took' Orazi's mention of 
"blondes" to refer .,to,JBritain; also 
cused by Italians of interfering in 
Africa. 


Shortly before the huge demonstra- 


tion got under way, Italy Ead ex- 
pressed her willingness to resurrect 
the Italo-Ethiopian councilation com- 
mission. 


Telegrams to that effect were sent 


to Addip Ababa, Geneva and 
other 


capitals1 after visits the British and 
French ambassadors paid separltely to 
Fulvio Suvich, under secretary for 
foreign affairs. 


The government instructed the Ita- 


lian minister in Addis Ababa, Count 
Vinci, to make representations to the 
Sthipoian government expressing Ita- 
ly's willingness to attend further ses- 
sions of the conciliation commission, 
which broke down at Schevcningen, 
the Netherlands, recently.

Epidemics of infantile paralysis vary 


as well. The disease is much more 
dangerous to infants under one year 
of age, and persons over 15, than it 
is to children between these ages. 
Fortunately, the disease is very rare 
among infants. 


About one-fourth of those who de- 


velop paralyzed limbs recover almost 
completely. The rest, about 75 per 
cent, are left with paralysis of various 
types. 


The worst cases occur in children 


under 10 years.of age. Apparently the 
higher the fever during the acute at- 
tack, the more likely is there to be 
permanent paralysis. 


When the condition is discovered, 


it is customary nowadays to inject in- 
to the patient Wood serum from a per- 
son who has recovered from the dis- 
ease or that from a normal being. 


It is also attempted, in some cases, 


to use the vaccines which have re- 
cently been made by macerating the 
spinal cords of monkeys after they 
had- been inoculated 
with 
infantile 


paralysis. 


Some physicians are convinced that 


the serum, if given very early in the 
disease, perhaps even before paralysis 
sets in, is of great value in prevent- 
ing a physical defect. This method 
is still in an experimental stage, but 
in view of the great threat which in- 
fantile paralysis actually 
is, 
most 


physicians are inclined to use the se- 


The completeness of recovery from 


paralysis depends also to a large ex- 
tent on what is done. 


In the first place, nothing should 


be done until the severe infection be- 
gins to subside. Vhen heat may be 
applied to the limbs, and there may 
be massage to benefit the action of 
the muscles. 


Fortunately, orthopedic surgery has 


developed a considerable number of 
excellent operations. Transplantation 
of tendons and muscles, and modify- 
ing joints make it possible for some 
who have been crippled to walk sat- 
isfactorily. 


It is quite usual for the paralyzed 


limb to waste away and become small- 
er and weaker than the normal limb. 
Sometimes, when a leg becomes short- 
er, there are attempts to transplant 
bone to make it longer, and there is 
another operation which makes the! 
normal leg shorter, so that it will I 
equal the paralyzed leg.
